Upon the Declaration of Louis Flores, sworn the 20th day of November 2019, 
and upon the copy of the Complaint hereto annexed, it is : 

ORDERED, the above-named Defendants show cause before a motion term of 

this Court, at Room_, United States Courthouse, 500 Pearl Street, in the City, 

County and State of New York, on__, _, at 

_o'clock in the_noon thereof, or as soon thereafter as counsel 

may be heard, why an order should not be issued pursuant to Rule 65 of the Federal 
Rules of Civil Procedure enjoining Defendants during the pendency of this action from 
continuing to operate the panel referred hereto as the Mayor's NYCHA Working 
Group ; and it is further 

ORDERED that, sufficient reason having been shown therefor, pending the 
hearing of Plaintiffs' application for a preliminary injunction, pursuant to Rule 65, Fed. 
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R. Civ. P., the Defendants are temporarily restrained and enjoined from planning or 
contracting for the demolition, rezoning, development, or disposition of any and all 
public housing assets ; including the conversion of public housing under the Rent 
Assistance Demonstration program ; or the sale of air rights, outside of the lawful 
procedure provided under the Uniform Land Use Review Procedure (the "ULURP 
Process"); and its further 

ORDERED that, sufficient reason having been shown therefor, pending the 
hearing of Plaintiffs' application for a preliminary injunction, pursuant to Rule 65, Fed. 
R. Civ. P., the Defendants must produce all contracts for the disposition of public 
housing assets that were not subjected to the ULURP Process ; and it is further 

ORDERED that, sufficient reason having been shown therefor, pending the 
hearing of Plaintiffs' application for a preliminary injunction, pursuant to Rule 65, Fed. 

R. Civ. P., security in the amount of $_billion be posted by the Defendant City of 

New York prior to__, _, at_ 

o'clock in the_noon of that day; and it is further 

ORDERED that, sufficient reason having been shown therefor, pending the 
hearing of Plaintiffs' application for a preliminary injunction, pursuant to Rule 65, Fed. 
R. Civ. P., Defendants shall file plans to spend the security on heating system upgrades 

to end heating and hot water system outages prior to__, 

_, at_o'clock in the_noon of that day; and it is further 

ORDERED that personal service of a copy of this order and annexed affidavit 

upon the Defendants or their counsel on or before_o'clock in the 

_noon,__,_, shall be deemed good and 

sufficient service thereof.
